This is the Department of the Treasury’s (Treasury) final response to your Freedom of Information 
Act (FOIA) request dated November 1, 2017. You seek “any and all available documents or 
correspondence related to the June 29, 2017 letter sent to Secretary of the Treasury by 
Representative Lamar Smith of Texas requesting an investigation into alleged ties between U.S. 
environmentalist organizations and the Russian government.”
